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SUNDAY MORNING CHATS 


I don’t feel overly chatty this morning, 
being tired to the bone, and fretted be- 
cause a casting on the linotype broke and 
tied everything up for many hours, but a 
writer has to'write whether he feels like 
it or not, especially if his stunt is on a 
daily morning paper. 

One thing that occurs to me this morn- 
ing, however, is what our mutual friend 
Henry Cutting said in a communication 
to the News in yesterday’s issue. He said 
my Brotherhood of Man stuff didn’t’ pan 
out, or words to that effect, and that when 
some man had another down and was 
kicking him in the ribs it was much eas- 
ier to believe the Devil was the father of 
the kicker than that God was. 

I am surprised at Cutting for thinking 
or expressing any such things. He is an 
edueated, brainy, intelligent man, and- 
knows better. But he has had consider- 
able tough luck, financially, though may- 
be some of it is his own fault, and it has 
soured to some extent his otherwise good 
nature and affable disposition. 

That is the trouble with most of us. We 
get so wrapped up in our own little per- 
sonal affairs that oyr judgment gets 
warped and we cannot Jook out at the big 
world as a.whole and judge generally in- 
stead of individually. 

I can appreciate just liow a fellow feels 
once in a while when things go wrong 
and the whole world sort of looks blue 
and bad, but he has to learn to put that 
aside somewhat and not let it twist his 
judgment. 

T have had all kinds of bad luck myself, 
though generally found it was mostly my 
own fault. I have slept outdoors when 
nights were.cold,.and been hungry, and 
apparently without a friend in the whole 
world, but I didn’t blame it on God, or 
cease to believe that Man was my Brother 
—or would be if I merited brotherly love 
instead of a swift kick. 

Thig, world is getting better all the time, 
and so is man, notwithstanding wars and 
all that sort of thing, and anybody who 
will study it deep enough will find that 
this is true. 

And as the years and the centuries roll 
by, which are but ripples on the surface 
of the ocean of’Time, human selfishness 
will become more and more eradicated, 
and then many of the things which are 
wrong now will hecome extinct. 

No matter how you look at it, or from 
what angle, there has nothing ever been 
discovered yet that is better to tie to than 
the Fatherhood of God, the Brotherhood 
of Man and the Gospel of Sunshine. Kven 
if there is nothing much to it, as torpid- 
livercd pessimists claim, it’s good any- 
how.
